REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The original 
rejection as a statutory double patenting rejection was in error. After review of the claims, it was obvious 
that this was at best an obvious double patenting situation. The claims of the other two applications 
require a catheter to provide the drug In the independent claims. This limitation is not found in the instant 
application. So at most, the invention would have been obvious given that the energy gradient used to 
move the drug is the same. Applicant's filing of a terminal disclaimer would therefore overcome the 
rejection under the judicially created doctrine of obvious-type double patenting. The instant claims are 
therefore allowable over the prior art.
